UNSC SOUGHT TO BREAK US-SOVIET DEADLOCK BY SUGGESTING

HAD ARISEN OVER AMERICAN POLICIES AND ACTIONS IN MIDEAST, 
LATEST BEING NIXON LETTER TO BRANDT IN WHICH HE PROMISED 
FULLER CONSULTATION IN FUTURE. BINDER ADDS KISSINGER 
CALLED IN NATO AMBASSADORS TO BRIEF THEM ON HIS TRIP TO 
ARAB COUNTRIES AND CURRENT MIDEAST SITUATION. HOWEVER, 
BINDER REPORTED, A TOP US OFFICIAL SAID THAT RIFT 
REMAINED SERIOUS AND INVOLVED FUNDAMENTAL QUESTIONS 

OF THE ALLIANCE, THIS OFFICIAL CITING FACT MANY ALLIES 
FAILED THE US IN CRITICAL MOMENTS ON THREE COUNTS: 

REFUSAL TO HAVE ANYTHING TO DO WITH RESUPPLY OF ISRAEL, 
REFUSAL TO PROMOTE CEASE-FIRE PROPOSALS AT UNSC, REFUSAL 
IN NORTH ATLANTIC COUNTIL TO RESPOND TO AMERICAN REQUESTS 
THAT THEY JOINTLY CHILL THEIR TRADE AND POLITICAL RELATIONS 
WITH SOVIET BLOC AND YUGOSLAVIA BECAUSE OF THE PRO- ARAB 
ACTIONS OF THE COMMUNIST GOVERNMENTS, THE OFFICIAL ADDING: 
QUESTION NOW IS WHETHER WE ARE PARTNERS OR NOT, WHETHER 
WE ARE JUST PARTNERS FOR THEIR BENEFIT IN NATO, AS THE 
EUROPEANS SEEM TO THINK, AS DURING MIDEAST WAR THEY WERE 
RUNNING FOR COVER, RUNNING AWAY FROM US, AND THIS REIN- 
FORCED THE CONCEPT THAT IT IS NOT A PARTNERSHIP; WE TRIED 
TO PERSUADE THEM THAT IF ISRAEL WENT DOWN THE DRAIN IT 
WOULD CHANGE THE POWER BALANCE AGAINST NATO AND GIVE THE 
RUSSIANS A STRATEGIC ADVANTAGE; THIS WAS THE CONFRONTATION 
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PART OF IT. BINDER ADDS SENT. KENNEDY ISSUED STATEMENT 
ACCUSING ADMINISTRATION OF HEEDLESSLY CREATING A CRISIS 
IN ATLANTIC ALLIANCE. 

2C. SATURDAY WASHSTAR SHERMAN SAID SCHLESINGER WAS DEPART- 
ING FOR NATO MEETING WHICH MIGHT TURN INTO A FENCE-MEND-

IN THE ALLIANCE RATHER THAN ENGAGE IN A GAME OF TRANS- 
ATLANTIC CAT-CALLING. OFFICIAL SAID, ACCORDING SHERMAN, 

US HAD CONSULTED CLOSELY WITH EUROPEAN ALLIES BEGINNING 
OCTOBER 10 THROUGH NATO MILITARY COMMISSION IN BRUSSELS, 
SHERMAN ADDING THAT THIS OFFICIAL-CONTRARY TO KISSINGER'S 
REPORTED DISGUST WITH NATO-SAID NO BROADSIDE CRITICISM 
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SHOULD BE LEVELED AGAINST ALLIANCE AS WHOLE, ADDING THAT 
INDIVIDUAL MEMBERS HAD NOW COME TO REALIZE THAT SUBSTANCE 
OF AMERICAN POSITION AGAINST SOVIET UNION WAS MORE 
IMPORTANT THAN EUROPEAN FEARS OF LOSING PRECIOUS OIL 
SUPPLIES. 

2D. SUNDAY NYTIMES BINDER HAD REVIEW PIECE MENTIONING 
NIXON ADMINISTRATION BELIEF THAT IF EUROPEANS HAD JOINED 
US IN CONCERTED STAND OF OIL CONSUMERS THEY MIGHT HAVE 

PREVENTED THE ARABS FROM IMPOSING PRODUCTION CUTS AND 

SELECTIVE EMBARGOES, BUT BINDER STRESSES ONE SENIOR AD-
